he Close of a Campaign Full of Recrimi- 
nation and Bitterness—The Priest- 
pood and the Beer Drinkers.

Today the people of Texas will vote upon 
the proposed amendment to the constitution 
prohibiting the sale or manufacture of liquor. 
The people are arrayed in two hostile camps, 
and the battle of the ballot will be hotly 
fought. As tothe result,it seems to be admitted 
that the “wets” will win. Ex-Governor E. B. 
Gibbs, who is.a strong anti-prohibitionist, tele- 
graphs the following estimate:

Hon. D. B. Culberson, who, next to Senator 
ator Reagan is the acknowledged leader of the 
prohibitionists, makes the following significant 
concession ;

The Closing Of Ranks. 
THE CHARACTERISTIC FEATURES OF THE PROHIBITION 
CAMPAIGN. 

Datias, Tex., August 3.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday there were held in the state two hun- 
dred and thirty-one meetings to discuss pro- 
hibition. This number does not include those 
held at points away from the railroads and tel- 
egraph wires, and which can be heard from by 
giail only. 

Since the campaign opened,. four months 
ago, there have been one hundred and _ ninety- 
eight barbecues, at which the average attend- 
ance was not less than 5,000 people. Besides 
these, the prohibitionists had a state barbecue, 
attracting 15,000 people. The antis followed 
with the largest public gathering ever 
fehl in the state. There were 
25,000 people present. The figures 
are careful estimates. If the prohibitionists 
had tried it again they would doubtless, in the 
spirit of emulation that actuated the antis, 
have overtopped the latter innuimbers. These 
big rallies were designed for effect. Nobody 
concealed this fact. At the anti rally colores 
people were as thick as razor back hogs. 

In East Texas, a prohibition organ spitefully 
remarked that “female colored cooks tooka 
holiday.”” It wasthe plain truth. The wri-

He alsosaid he found in the anti army ‘the 
drunkard from the ditch, the sot from the gut- 
ter, the patrons of the gambling hell, the baw- 
dyhouse and the variety theater, and if we 
could unload the jails and penitentiary we 
would find their contingent in line.”’ Next 
day after these utterances the Germans of 
Dallas fed their fury with beer. They pub- 
licly talked of tar and feathers. The indignant 
cry was echoed over the state by the foreign 
element. Indeed, if the vote was a very close 
one, young Preacher Pierce would be the 
Burchard of the campagn. Before the re- 
marks of Rev. T. R. Pierce, the foreigners, 
under the inspiration of the antis, were crowd- 
ing to the courthouses for naturalization papers, 
not always at their own expense, either. 
Since the attack of the. young preacher, the 
grinding of the naturalization mills has 
doubled its product. Dallas city alone, with 
her population “of thirty seven thousand, has 
turned out 525 new Americans, good and true, 
or not, as you like. The same proportion sus- 
tained over the state, in the large cities alone, 
will add ten thousand maiden votes 
to the total voting population. The daily 
reports to the newspapers for some wecks has 
borne out this calculation The priesthood 
stirred up another hornets nest when, from the 
stump and from the pulpit, it called upon the 
praying women and children to go to the polls 
and hand the right ticket to their husbands, 
brothers, sweethearts and fathers. This and 
other like appeals to the women. moved ex- 
Congressman John Hancock to say from the 
hustings : 

“T respect the pulpit, and certainly feel no 
desire to reflect on it, but when through the 
arts and the cunning and the ready means of 
access to trusting women, they have destroy- 
ed her and btought wreck and ruin to fami- 
lies, we will damn them.”’ 

The sentiment found expression in other 
words when Judge J. A. Carroll, of Denton, 
said: 

“They may dare, if they please, to drag pure 
women to the dirty scuffle of the polls, but the 
sentiment of indignant fathers, brothers and 
husbands will revolt and rebel.” 

He laid bare the results of emotional influ- 
ence that have driven Salvationites from 
indignant communities, have put fence rails 
within easy reach of Sanctificationists. Judge 
Carroll said the emotional dodge was 
dangerous, and- for him he would 
make it obnoxious about his private premises 
for all time to come, and he ground the floor 
with his heel while the fathers, brothers and 
husbands, standing listening -before him, 
clutched an imaginary intruder, but the priest- 
hood, nothing daunted, using the argument 
found from experience to be the strongest with 
wonian, has crystalized their sympathetic 
emotions until every community has its fe- 
male coterie of praying amd,» surging mis- 
sionaries.

OPPOSED TO TELEGRAPH POLES. 


Slain for Belonging to Secret Societies— 
Floods Reported. 

San FRAncisco, August 3.—The Chinese 
papers just at hand have the following: 

Over 1,000 telegraph poles belonging to the 
Munaman-Mintzag district and the Kweichow 
Lane line have been pulled down by the peo- 
ple, who say the telegraph isa diabolical Eu- 
ropean artifice. 2,000 troops have been ordered 
to the spot. 

Last week no less than eighty-eight persons 
were suminarily executed near Shanghai for 
belonging to secret societies. 

The most harrowing avcounts are given of 
floods at Chu Chu Fu, up the Wenchow river. 
Over one thousand persons were swept away, 
and the destruction to the growing crops is im- 
inchse,

sian legation to Pekin, has just’ published a 
“sages dee on the Chinese population, in which 
ie states it to be 382,000,000 against 413,000,000 
in the year 1642. His statistics are taken from 
Chinese official sources. 

The Chinese native papers contain the fol- 
lowing items: 

A piague of sudden death is ranging at 
Nanking. The pcople are dying in every quar- 
ter, and there are many instances of vory sud- 
den deaths. The people are apparently well 
in the morning and dead in the afternoon.

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“YOU'RE A LIAR.” 


A Boodler Allows His Indignation 
to Betray Him 


WHEN CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


He Hurls Back Epithets at the State's At- 
torney and Puts the Presiding Judge 
Entirely Out of Breath. 


Cuicaco, August 83.—The defense in the 
*“‘Boodle” trial rested their case this morning. 


‘Practically, no testimony was produced on be- 


half of the accused, except a general denial 
from each of them, and evidence as to their 
previous good character. Judge Jameson im- 
mediately limited the lawyers to two hours 
each in pleading, and the speeches began. 

The first address was made by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Walker. It was a terrific ex- 
coriation of the defendants, particularly Com- 
missioner Wren. As Walker went on with his 
denunciation of Wren, the face of the huge 
defendant grew pale with anger and 
passion. He trie to smile at first, 
bwt gradually his brow became overcast, and 
when Walker alluded to the fact in the record 
that Wren had forged Walker’s name to a bill 
for buggies supplied §to the county by him 
(Wren), under Walker’s name, he turned 
round and pointing to Wren said solemnly: 

‘‘And when he said in court that he did not 
know his own writing, when his forgery was 
pees under his eyes, he perjured himself! 

Jan Wren is a perjurer.”’ 

‘*You are liar,’’ came a from the 
defendant’s corner, and the ponderous com- 
missioner rose, steaming with passion. 

Instantly all was in commotion. Walker’s 
face turned crimson. His eyes sparkled like 
fire. 

“‘Yes,’’ he cried, “I repeat it, Dan Wren isa 
perjurer.”’ 

‘You are aliar! ‘You are a liar!’’ yelled 
Wren, as with clinched hands and teeth he ad- 
vanced towards the state’s attorney. 

But now it was Judge Jameson’s turn. 

‘Cease this moment,”’ exclaimed the court. 

A moment’s iuterruption came from Wren, 
and he hit the desk a blow with his hand. 
When Wren repeated his insulting remarks, 
the judge turned pale and then turned red. 

‘Don’t let me hear another word out of 
your mouth, Wren,”’ he’ thundered, 
and in another moment Wren had 
been forced into his seat by 
a pair of bailiffs. At once Wren’s attorney, 
Colonel Munn, sprang to his feet, and tried to 
address the court. 

The court angrily and decisively—“‘I will 
hear nothing. Goon Mr. Walker.” 

Colonel Munn—‘‘If the court please.”’ 

The Court—‘'I won’t hear any speech from 
counsel, or anybody. Go on, Mr. Walker.” 

Colonel Munn (excitedly)—“If the court 
please, I do not want to make any speech; I 
want to exercise our right of making an expla- 
nation to the remarks of Mr. Walker.”’ 

The Court--'*Well, take your exceptions 
without making any speech about it. Go on, 
Mr. Walker.”’ 

The speaker renewed his assertion that 
Wren had repeatedly committed perjury. 
Once more Wren struggled to his feet in the 
hands of the bailiff, and glaring savagely at 
Walker, again exclaimed: 

‘*You’re a liar, and you know it.”’ 

He then rushed out of the courtroom. 

Walker, who had never flinched, continued 
his remarks, closing with a fervent appeal to 
the jury todo their duty, uphold the law and 
send each of the defendants down to the peni- 
teutiary for three years.

Mr. Powers Keeps Out of Sight of His Cred 
itors.

of impending failures filled the 
stock exchange this morning. It was under- 
stood that several operators were on the ‘‘rag- 
ged edge.’’ Soon after opening the day’s busi- 
ness, W. E..D. Vyse was compelled to send in 
an announcement of his failure to be read from 
the rostrum. 

His liabilities were stated at about $25,000, 
and it was thought he would be able to settle 
his obligations and resume business. One of 
the ofticers of the stock exchange said: ‘‘Mr. 
Vyse’s suppension will not seriously affect the 
market at , Peay and we do not know of any 
dealers who will be embarrassed on his ac- 
count.’’ 

Messrs. Gould & Henry, whose suspension 
took place yesterday, were today making 
arrangements to settle their obliga- 
tions. Mr. Henry was reported § as 
saying ‘‘I expeet to hear from Mr. Powers, 
whose absence has embarrassed us, before to- 
morrow, but his whereabouts are at present 
unknown to us. I fee] confident that we shall 
be able to resume business soon, as our suspen- 
sion was simply to protect ourselves against 
the Sonsialin of the holders of 
Mr. Powers’ papers. The continued 
absence from the street of Mr. 
Powers was still causing much uneasiness 
among the holders of his privileges. Some of 
his friends claimed that he would be able to 
meet his obligations dollar for dollar, A Wall 
street man who went to Long Branch 
in the hope of finding Mr. Powers 
returned without success. The extent of Mr. 
Powers’s liabilities for his transactions in stock 
privilege are notas yet made public. It is 
thought, however, they willfoot a much larger 
amount than was at first supposed. During a 
month or two there has been a furore among a 
certain class of speculators for making invest- 
ments in puts and calls. Mr. Powers, as well 
as the representatives of Mr. Russell Sage and 
others who made a specialty of the business, 
were very busy. As the day wore away the 
feeling that there might be additional failures 
on stock exchange subsided. Later it was 
stated by Messrs. Gould and Henry that 
they had received a letter from Mr. 
Powers, dated § at Asbury Park, N. 
J.. in which he stated that he 
would return to New York tomorrow. In his 
letter, Mr. Powers stated that he had written 
to a friend for the necessary money, and would 
receive an answer tomorrow, which he was 
confident would enclose the necessary funds. 
He thinks some newspapers have treated him 
unfairly in condemning him without giving 
him a chance to tell his side of the story.

THE CULBREATH LYNCHERS. 


The Trial Proceeds Before Edgefield Circuit 
Court. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 3.—Two of the 
Culbreath lynchers were brought to trial in 
Edgefield today. The jury was procured and 
the examination of state witnesses begun. 
The following is a brief summary of this cele- 
brated case. In September, 1485, William 
Hammond was shot and killed in Edgefield 
county,at the residence of Mrs. Panede 

scott Oulbreath, near Republican 
church. On the night® of the  assas- 
sination, he*S’ was asked by ‘Memphis 
Culbreath, sonof Mrs. Culbreath, to stay at 
the house as he (Culbreath) was going out to 
spend the night. Mrs. Culbreath had been 
separated {from her husband, O. F. Culbreath, 
for some time and Hammond was shot in Mrs. 
Culbreath’s yard, while he was with one of her 
children, about half past 8 o’clock. At the in- 
quest there was no evidence to fasten the guilt 
upon any one, and a verdict was accordingly 
rendered to the effect that the deceased had 
been shot by persons unknown. On the 22d 
of September A. F. Culbreath was arrested on 
the charge of having murdered Hammond. 
After his arrest he was taken to Edgefield 
court house. At about eight o’clock on the 
night of his arrest, about  thirty- 
five masked men rode _ into town, 
entered the office of Garey & Gentry, who had 
been retained to defend Culbreath, and Jwhen 
the accusea was then in consultation with his 
attorney, and ordered the unfortunate man to 
go with them. The lawyers were covered 
with pistols of some of the lynchers, while 
others went into the back room where their 
victom had tried to hide himself, and shot him. 
Culbreath cried out that he was shot to death, 
and begged them not to shoot any more. 
Thereupon they dragged him out of the office, 
and carried him out a mile from town. Cul- 
breath begging most piteously for mercy. Here, 
probably thinking that Culbreath was near 
death’s door, they again shot him three or 
four more times, and then left him for 
dead on the roadside. Some of the citizens, 
hearing the firing, went out in that direction 
and met Culbreath, making his way back to 
the village. They assisted him to a vehicle, 
and took him to jail, where he received prompt 
attention. He lingered through the night in 
great agony, and died at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. This is the crime with which upwards of 
thirty of the citizens of Edgefield are charged. 

Among the prisoners is Memphis Culbreath, 
son of the murdered man. The murder was 
so aggravated that public opinion demanded a 
rigid investigation. This was had, with the 
result that the present defendants were ar- 
rested. They remained in jail at Edgefield 
for a short time, and then were bailed. The 
case has been set for trial three times, and on 
each occasion a postponement has been had.

WHY THE LAND SUNK. 


That Queer Earthquake Story from Ken- 
tucky. 

EvANSVILLE,Ind., August 3.—News referring 
to the sinking of land in Trigg county, Ken- 
tucky, since the earthquake of Monday night, 
is thus: “About midnight everybody was 
awakened by a sharp-shock, and had barely 
jumped to their feet when the 
care with a shaking, dizzy motion, 
suddenly sank five feet, carrying houses and 
the terrified darkies with it. The scenes that 
ensued baffled description. The negroes fell 
on their knees, and in frenzied tones “prayed 
the Lord to save them.’’ Others began shout- 
ing and praising the Almighty, and ever and 
anon casting upward glances to see if the 
chariots of fire were not descending. Added 
to this pandemonium was the intense dark- 
ness, Which pervaded, the moon being com- 
pletely obscured by the heavy black clouds 
which hung very low, and like a pall over the 
doomed district. Rumblings were heard 
from the depths below, which 
gradually became louder, and 
numerous springs, hidden§ for years, sudden- 
ly found opening and began to bubble upward 
in constantly increasing streams. The terri- 
fied inhabitants, not pausing for household 
goods or chattels, gathered their offspring and 
rushed away from the doomed spot, and some 
of them are still putting as much distance be- 
tween them and the sinking land as possible. 
The loss to property is incalculable. A large 
area of corn and tobacco is a total loss.

GENERAL ROSECRANS MAKES A SPEECH 


Which is Responded to in Emphatic Terms 
by the President—The Soldiers 
of Iowa Talk.

Wasninaton, August 3.—General ‘Rose- 
crans recently received from Charles White- 
head, chairman of the committee on the reso- 
lutions of the National Veterans’ association, 
DesMoines, Iowa,] copies of the resolutions 
adopted by that association, repudiating the 
utterances of certain members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, in connection with the 
proposed visit of the president to St. Louis 
while the Grand Army of the Republic en- 
campment isin progress there; commending 
the president’s veto of the dependent pension 
bill, and condemning the efforts of those who 
seck, by the rebel flag episode, “to 
rekindle the fiames of sectional hate 
and contention as unmanly, unpatriotic 
and meriting thecontempt of all intelligent 
men.’’ The resolutions also compliment Gen- 
eral Black’s administraticn of the pension office. 
Rosecrans was requested to deliver copies of 
these resolutions to both the amg es and 
General Black. Today he called on the presi- 
dent, and in presenting them said: 

Mr. President: Atthe request of the National Vete- 
rans’ association of DesMoines, lowa, in mass con- 
vention assembled, on the 15th day of July, ultimo, 
Ihave the honor to present to you this engr 
copy of resolutions then passed, declaring the views 
of those veterans respecting the attempts of certain 
officers and members of the society of the Grand 
Army of the Republic to prevent the president of the 
United States from aceepting the hospitalities ten- 
dered to him by the city of St. Louis, on the occasion 
of the meeting of the national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Kepublic, which had voted to be- 
come her guest. As a member of that society, it af- 
fords me pleasure to perform this duty, and to state 
my concurrence in the sentiments expressed in 
those resolutions. I am pleased to say that I believe 
the general tenor of these resolutions are in accord 
with the views and feelings of the Vast majority of 
the members of the Grand Army of the Bepublic as 
to the loyal respect due the chief magistrate of the 
union, and as to the impropriety of denouncing him 
for doing what he believes to be his official duty. I 
feel equally assured that those sentiments will com- 
mand the assent of that much larger body of ex- 
union soldiers not belonging to the society of the 
Grand Army of the Republic who are surviving 
members of the real grand army of the republic, 
which, after having saved the nation’s life, dis- 
solved and joined the great industrial body which 
assures the wealth, glory and prosperity of our coun- 


try. 

President Cleveland, replying to General 
Rosecrans, said: 

Without reading the resolutions presented by you, 
in such a gratifying manner, I have only to say that, 
judging from the tenor of your remarks, the action 
of the veterans mentioned isin the direction of ac- 
knowledzing the duty which devolved upon them 
as veterans, to emphasize the value of their services 
inthe field by patriotic service at home, and to dem- 
onstrate the same bravery shown in battle 
by a courage no less conspicuous 
when called upon to defend and 
maintain the freedom and patriotism which iu 
peace is the safety of American institutiens. Under- 
standing this to be the purpose of the resolutions, I 
ain glad to receive them at your hands,

Sinking Fund and Funding Bills 
Pass Unanimously, 


INVESTIGATION OF LUNATIC ASYLUM, 


ee ne sl tae 


Work of Both Branches of the Legislature 
Yesterday—Committee Work and 
Other News of Interest. 


The house yesterday considered the bill in- 
troduced by Mr. McCord, to create a sinking 
fund to pay off and retire bonds of the state as 
they fall due. Being an act to appropriate 
money the house canned itself into the com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Watts in the chair. 
The finance committee reported a substitute 
for the bill, the provisions of which have been 
fully stated by Tur CONSTITUTION, 

CHAIRMAN GORDON EXPLAINS THE BILLS, 

Mr. Gordon, chairman of the finance commit- 

tee, explained the bills, saying: ‘The bill 

roposed by the finance’ committee em- 
oan a simple idea, to carry out 
the requirements of the constitu- 
tion of 1877. Each member of the general as- 
sembly swears on taking his seat to support the 
constitution of the state, and this bill carries 
out its mandatory provisions. There were only 
ttvo points discussed in the finance committee: 
Whether a funding bill should be included in 
the sinking fund bill, and whether the tax 
should be levied as long as the debt existed. 

“Able lawyers contended that both. bills 
should be included in 6ne, while others con- 
tended that it would be dangerous to do so. 

“The committee unanimously agreed on two 
bills, in strict conformity to the letter and spirit 
of the constitution. The unanimity of the com- 
mittee left no doubt on the subject reported 
by it. : 

“The policy adopted by the state in paying 
the Nutting bonds by taxation gave the state 
standing and credit, and reduced the interest 
rate from 8 to 44 per. cent. 

‘This bill will not increase the taxes, for the 
plan outlined here has been practically carried 
out for the past twelve years. It is a decla- 
ration that the state intends to pay her debts 
at the rate of $100,000 per annum. The sav- 
ing in the matter of interest will be great. As 
the committee were unanimous I ‘trust the 
house will be a unit in favor of the bill.” 

MR. CLAY’S REMARKS. 

At the conclusion of Captain Gordon’s re- 
marks, Mr. Clay, of Cobb, said, ‘‘I desire to 
make a statement relating to the sinking fund 
bill and the funding bill, which is to follow the 
sinking fund bill. These bills are the result 
of a compromise reached by the finance com- 
mittee.

We 
all agreed that it was incumbent on the legis- 
lature to raise the sinking fund for the purpose 
of paying off the bonded indebtedness of the 
state, but the question that gave us.the most 
trouble was how to make our bonds mature so 
that $100,000 would fall due each year thatthe 
sinking fund might not be idle in the treasury, 
but be promptly applied to our indebtedness,. 
for it is wise policy that the people shall not be 
taxed for the purpose of keeping a large sur- 
plus in the treasury.

of January each year, so that not a dollar of 
the money raised by taxation from the people 
of Georgia would he idle in the treasury or be 
loaned to the bondholders of the state. This 
theory is known as the Harrell theory and 
meets ny hearty approval, and—meets the ap- 
proval of about one-half of. the finance com- 
mittee. In a spirit of compromise we have 
all agreed simply to fund the &2,141,000 falling 
due in 1899 so as to make $100,000 due each 
year, making the last series.of funds due in 
1916, thus arranging for the sinking fund to 
be paid out each year as the money 
is eollected till 1916, adopting, in. fact, the 
Harreil scheme. In dealing for the state we 
should be governed by the same business prin- 
ciples as if transacting our own private affairs.

He 
recommended that Dr. Stewart be appointed to 
move the reconsideration of thé regolition and 
its commitment to the asylum committee. 

Dr. Stewart suggested harmony of action, 
and urged Dr. Kenan to agree to the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five from the commit- 
tee to investigate the asylum. 

Dr. Kenan declined. He called attention to 
the fact that the pe for salaries were 
$57,000. Thereport of the committee sub- 
mitted at last session was never submitted to 
the committee. 

In the reports of the officers of the asylum, 
sums paid for salaries do not always appear 
under the head of salaries, but under that of 
wages. They are highly paid for their ser- 
vices. 

For 12 years he was an officer of that institu- 
tion. Dr. Powell was connected with it for eight 
years -before that, and there is no record for 
those years. Ihave the right as a friend of 
the asylum to differ.with the management of 
its affairs. 

Mr. Preston said that he favored thorough 
investigation, but he thonght the resolution 
ought to have been referred to the asylum com- 
mittee.

THE INSURANCE BIA. 

Mr. Northeutt gave notice during the read- 
ing of the journal that he would movea recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the 11th section 
of the insurance bill was adopted. In support- 
ing the motion, Mr. Northcutt opposed the 
section on the ground of unconstitutionality, in 
that it provided for the comptroller-general’s 
occupancy of two offices, and also gave him 
fees when the constitution declared that his 
salary Should not exceed $2,000 per annum. 
Mr. Northcutt said, as did every senator who 
fought the adoption of the section, that there 
was no doubt that the insurance com- 
missioner should be paid, and that if the 
business continued to increase as it had of late 
years, the work required of him would be se- 
verely onerous, ‘There was no disposition 
manifested to relieve thelinsurance commis- 
sioner of the labor, but the amendment intro- 
duced by Mr. Northicutt directly struck at the 
fees given the commissioner. Itis due the 
gentlemen opposing the section to say that all 
declared they would favor it, ifit could be 
done according to the constitution ; that it was 
not because of any desire to deprive the comp- 
troller general of the legal fees, but their oppo- 
sition arose simply from the desire to have the 
law just and legal. 

Mr. James advocated the adoption of the 
section, and declared that the attorney genera] 
had passed upon the constitutionality of the 
bill; that, as far as he could see, there was no 
just ground for the objection. Mr. Hand of 
the Sth and Mr. Lewis opposed the adoption of 
the section. Mr. Hand of the 8th, Mr. Powel] 
and Mr. Roberts advoeated it. Mr. Roberts’s 
+ secon was afine legal argument, going to 
show that there was not the least comstitution- 
al objection, The various seciions of the code 
cited by the gentlemen on the other side had 
reference to constitutional offices; that it was 
in the power of the legislature to create an 
ottice and place its duties upon any one, pro- 
vided it did not conflict with the constitutional] 
duties. The merest outline of Senator Roberts’s 
speech is here given, but it was referred to in 
most complimentary terms by Senator Powel] 
who followed him, and deservedly compliment- 
ed by all who heard it. 

Mr. Northcutt’s amendment was defeated by 
a large vote, and the section was finally adopt- 
ed by twenty-nine yeas to one nay. 

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE.

The Waters Subsiding and Rotting Vegeta 
tion, 

Macon, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—Today 
has been distressingly sultry. The sun shone 
out about nine o’clock, and the steam from the 
saturated earth made it sickening. 

The waters are slowly and stubbornly falling. 
There is a good deal of water running through 
the valley yet, and there is a quantity 
on either side of the turnpike that is growing 
stagnaut. Great pools and chasms are becom 
ing revealed where the foree of the swolfen 
current cut away the soft, alluvial soil. Sev- 
eral houses are left uninhabitable, but strange 
to sav.as fast as the water leaves.the bottom 
doorstep uncovered the late inhabitants begin 
to move in again.

Cotumnvs, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—At 
the regular meeting of the city council this 
evening the committee to which was entrusted 
the disposition of one thousand shares of the 
city’s stock in the Mobile and Girard railroad 
reported that they had exchanged the stock for 


six thousand shares in the Georgia Midland.

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THE SOQUE RIVER 


Plays Mad Pranks With the Surrounding 


Country. 

CLARKSVILLE, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—- 
This morning the Soque river, Which runs 
through this place, was found to be eel 
rising, and by noon the estimate was fifteen 
feet above low water mark. The substantial 
bridgé across the Soque river at the Soque 
woolen mills was swept away; _ also, 
the dam and race of the Soque Woolen 
mills. Itis feared that the mills will be de- 
stroyed by the great flood. Already their dye 
house is gone and their shops covered with 
water. The arches which hold the main 
buildings are worn more than half through by 
the rushing waters. Their commissary and 
warehouse is in danger, the water being in the 
bottom floor. The goods have been removed. 
The damage to the Soque Woolen mills alone 
will not be less than $3,000, and if the main 
building should fall, $100,000 would be a low 
estimate. The river in sight of town is about 
one-half mile wide, and from hill to hill, 
scarcely a stalk of corncan be seen—all cov- 
ered with water. Devastation and ruin exists 
throughout this section, especially to bottom 
lands. The county bridge across the river near 
townis expected to gotonight. The oldest 
settlers claim that never, since 1840, has such 
a freshet visited this ‘section. 


THE RIVERS RAGING, 


The Country Around Hawkinsville Sub- 
merged. 

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]— 
Today the river streams and water courses in 
this section of Georgia are higher and fuller 
than they have ever been known before. The 
Ocmulgee, here at this point, is several inches 
higher than it was in the great Harrison flood, 
For nearly a whole week we have had no mails. 
The railroad track of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia below Macon, is submerged 
for a long distance, and no trains have passed 
in many days. Heavy losses will be sustained 
on the low lands along the rivers and water 
courses. Hundreds of acres of the finest corn 
and cotton that has ever been in Georgia. is 
now under water. Much of it will be badly 
injured if not a total loss. Just now the water 
seems to be at a stand and it is hoped the worst 
is past. 


Washington Cut Off. 

WASHINGTON, Ga., August 3.—[Special. }|— 
Our town has been cut off from the outside 
world since Friday night, both by rail and 
wire. The railroad bridge over Little river 
was washed away Friday and the train was 
caught on the other side. Dyer’s mill, Moore’s 
mill, Dill’s mill on this stream are all washed 
away. A part of Smith’s mill is also gone. 
Four men attempted to cross Little river on 
Saturday evening in a boat. When half way 
across the stream the boat capsized. They 
managed to cling to the trees and were rescued 
after being in the stream for four hours. 

The Damage Along Yellow River. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., Aug ust 3.—[{Special. 
The rains of last week have seriously damaged 
the bottom corn créps, as well as the other 
crops. All the bottom lands have been covered 
in water for three days, and in consequence 
the corn has soured and is worthless for any- 
thing. Mr. Bronlee’s bottoms on Yellow river 
have been coveted to a depth of seven feet. 
He swam out Sunday to examine his corn and 
found it all soured. He loses at least fourteen 
hundred bushels. ‘The same result has occurred 
up and down the river. Pitman’s mill dam is 
gone. All the bridges, while the water has 
been above them, are still standing. 


Mills and Bridges Gone.

THE LATE GENERAL BLACK. 


A Venerable Christian Man Gathered to His 
Fathers. 

Rome, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—-The buri- 
al of General George §. Black removes from 
view one of the grandest figures which ever 
moved. General Black was born in Christian 
county, Kentucky, the 28th of November, 1808 
being in the seventy-ninth year of his age. 
The year following his birth his father moved 
to Lilinois, but having no health there went to 
Arkansas, and there died, leaving a widow 
with three helpless children. Arkansas at that 
time had few white settlers, and the mother of 
.(zeneral Black resolved to return to her girl- 
hood’s home. So, with her three little children, 
she ade the long and perilous journey on 
horseback to South Carolina. Such early 
training as this gave General Black confidence 
in himself, energy and courage, and faithfull 
did he care for that widowed mother; her wis 
was ever his law. On his attaining his majori- 
ty he settled in Panthersville and. commenced 
a dry goods business, keeping the post- 
office also. Here he was united in 
marriage to Miss Mary Jones, and 
here his young -wife died, leaving one child, 
and soon after he located near Cassville, Ga. 
In 1840 he married Miss Mary Ralls, of Greens- 
boro,Ga. Again he was appointed postmaster, 
and was prospering in his business, but he 
thought he saw the great future for Rome, and 
resolved to cast his fortune with the “‘hill 
city.”’ In 1850 he came to Rome and made it 
his home until the close of the war. For 
many years he was a prominent business man, 
and made many warm friends by his integrity, 
generosity and kindness. He was ‘‘an old line 
whig,’’ ever devoted to his party and its princi- 
ples. Although opposed to secession he loved 
the south, and when Georgia passed the ordi- 
nance of secession no man worked more faith- 
fully during the four years of war than he did. 
In 1866 he served his state in the legislature 
with credit to himself and his constituents. 
After the war he bought a farm near the city 
and resolved to spend the remainder of his 
days in quiet. In a conversation with Mr. 
Headden, he said: “I have read my mother’s 


Testament through twenty times.’’ A few 


| years since he became partially paralyzed and 


was contined to his chair for the remainder of 
his life. Last year he became convinced it 
was his duty to unite with the Baptist church, 
and accordingly in October he was carried by 
his sons to the Baptist church in Rome, where 
he was immersed by the Key. Dr. Headden. 
Since then he patiently and confidently await- 
ed the will of God.

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The Texas Election. 
Today will end the most excited campaign 


~ in the history of Texas. Prohibition is not 


the only issue to be settled, though it com- 
pletely overshadows all the others, and has 
furnished the fire in the contest that has 
been waged all over the state for the past 
three months. 


No less than six proposed constitutional 


7 “amendments will be voted on at this election. 
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First comes the prohibition amendment, 
and to the general gaze dwarfs all 
the rest. Nextis an amendment to fix the 
compensation of members of the legislature. 
They are now paid $5 a day for the first 
sixty days ofa biennial session, and $2a 
day thereafter. The amendment provides 
that they shall receive $5 a day for ninety 
@ays and $2 a day thereafter. 

Taxation of property in 
counties is the subject of the third amend- 
ment. At present there isa discrimination 
in favor of non-resident land owners which 
the amendment proposes to abolish. It is 
aimed at the big land syndicates and the 
e@attle kings. 

Under the present law the present state 
aniversity fund can be invested only in 
United States bonds and Texas state bonds. 
The fourth amendment to be submitted to- 
@ay allows the fund to be invested in coun- 
ty bonds or such other securities as the leg- 
islature may direct. The fifth amendment 
empowers the legislature to provide for the 
registration of votersin cities of ten thou- 
sand inhabitants or more and in such coun- 
ties as it may deem advisable. 

A complete reorganization ef the judicia- 
ry system of the state is provided for in the 
sixth amendment. It is proposed to in- 
crease the number of judges of the supreme 
court from three to five or seven, in the dis- 
cretion of the legislature, and to raise their 
salaries from $3,500 to $3,600. Under 
press of business the supreme court, if this 
amendment be adopted, may divide itself 
into sections. The court would also have 
original jurisdiction to issue writs of man- 
damus or injunction against the heads of

state departments, except the governor. 


Some of these amendments, especially 
the third and sixth, are of great importance 
to the people of Texas, but very little inter- 
est in their fate will be felt outside of the 
state. Itisthe fight over the prohibition 
amendment which wil! attract the attention 
of the entiré country today. It is the big- 
gest baffle yet fought on the liquor question, 
and ité issue is awaited with anxious inter- 
est every part ofthe country.

The Captere of Atlanta. 

In the August Century General Joseph 
£. Johnston makes this startling statement: 

“J assert that had one of the other lieutenant gen- 
grails of the army, Hardee or Stewart, succeeded 
Mme Atlanta would have been held by the army of 
Zennessee.”’ 

It will be recollected by thousands of our 
readers that every time that Johnston fell 
back it was announced and believed that the 
confederates had at last reached the posi- 
tion of their choice, and that they would 
fight it out on that line. The same declar- 
ation was made when the great struggle for 
the possession of Atlanta opened almost 
under the shadow of her church steeples. 
Yet Atlanta was given up, not as the result 
of a disastrous battle, but on account of 


‘Sherman’s sweeping operations with his 


¢ 


@readed right flank. 

When an old soldier fights his battles over 
again we must allow him a wide margin. 
General Johnston takes a very narrow view 
of the matter when he asserts that Atlanta 
eould have been held. 

The circumstances were such that the finest 
gnilitary genius in the world would have 
been compelled to follow Hood’s example, 
or fare still worse. The threatening move- 
ments of Sherman’s right flank some time 
before the city fell indicated the policy of 
the federals. If it had been demonstrated 
that the siege was a waste of time and labor 
Sherman could have started a column of 
40,000 men on his right, striking Macon, 
and marching on to the sea, while tlie re- 
fMmainder of his forces would have been strong 
énough to keep the confederates busy. 

If there had been any lack of men on the 
federal side the want would have been sup- 


plied. Only those non-combatants who had : 
the good or bad fortune to be on both sides 
of the Ine during the war are able to justly 
appreciate the situation. The south was 
drained of hermen and boys. Grant's fig- 
ure of speech about robbing the cradle and 
the grave was almost literally true, At the 
north it was different. The ports were open 
to all the world. “Immigrants were coming 
in and enlisting by the thousands. Every 
industry was atits best. The people were 
getting rich. They wanted the war pro-. 
longed. The swarming streets of the cities 
and towns did not show the absence of the 
men who were atthe front. So great was 
the supply of fighting material that nobody 
dreaded a draft. Even a poor man, when 
drafted, found it easy, by the payment of 
fifty dollars ina draft insurance company, 
to secure a substitute. At different times 
two million men were enlisted. If the rig- 
orous confederate system of conscription had 
been adopted, this number would have been 
doubled. 

In the face of such tremendous odds how 
could Atlanta have been held? Would the 
city have been worth anything to the con- 
federates if Sherman’s right wing had made 
a break for the coast? 

The capture of the place was inevitable 
under the conditions prevailing at the time, 
and no strategy on the part-of the exhaust- 
ed confederacy could have changed these 
conditions.

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Uninteresting War History. 

The war articles in the Century Magazine 
may be classed under the general head of 
good, bad and indifferent. 

It is surprising that so much uninterest- 
ing war history should find its way into 
print to the exclusion of matters of thrilling 
interest. In the last number of the Cen- 
tury the Atlanta campaign and Hood’s 
march into Tennessee receive due attention, 
but the siege of Atlanta is passed over. 

Perhaps it is notin the power of any of the 
commanders engaged in the siege to write its 
history. They would simply tell where the 
different corps, divisions, brigades and regi- 
ments were stationed, how they fought and 
how many men were lost. 

Now, the siege of Atlanta was one of the 
most important incidentsin the war. At 
that time Atlanta was the hope of the con- 
federacy. It had alarge population, hun- 
dreds of manufacturing establishments, and, 
moreover, it was an immense depot of sup- 
plies. The siege lasted forty days. Citi- 
zens were killed, houses were riddled and 
shatteréd and the streets were torn up by 
the incessant rain of shells. How did the 
people live during the fiery ordeal? How 
did they endure it all, and how did it affeet 
social and business conditions? 

Thus far history has been silent on the 
subject. And yet a truthful, graphic inside 
view of the siege as the non-combatants 
saw it would make one of the most inter- 
esting chapters of our war history. It 
would differas widely from the average 
Century article as one of Rider Haggard’s 
stories differs from a market report. - While 
our magazines are collecting war material, 
why not get up something interesting? The 
movements of the armies have been de- 
scribed time and again, but the history of 
the people of the southern confederacy yet 
remains to be written.

For a time, pro- 
tection made the production of iron a mo- 
nopoly, but the intention of protection is to 
build up home industries and thus create 


home competition.

Getting Order From Chaos. 

It will be seen from the report of three 
committees in another column that the ex- 
position directors are rapidly getting order 
out of chaos. 

The three problems of the exposition are, 
first, the ticketing and admission of the 
crowds. Second, transporting the crowds 
from the city to the park. Third, provid- 
ing food and shelter for the crowds. Three 
competent committees have these three 
problems in charge and have agreed on plans 


of procedure. : 
Every railroad ticket sold will have the 


exposition coupon attached and the transfer 
coupon for carrying the holder to the park 
and return. This is eminently proper. It 
is more convenient for the purchaser to buy 
his exposition and transfer tickets with his 
railroad ticket at his home station. He 
then has no further trouble or delay, but 
goes direct into the exposition grounds with- 
out leaving his car. Itis necessary that 
some such protection should be given to the 
exposition. Through the enterprise of its 
directors lower railroad rates have been se- 
cured. than were ever known in Georgia. 

Thousands ‘would take advantage of 
these rates and then slight the exposition. 

Provision is made against this by selling an 
exposition ticket with every railroad ticket. 
A man, for instance, who buys a round trip 
ticket from Savannah forthree dollars will 

find a fifty cent admission coupon attached, 

which he certainly ought to be willing to 
pay for, even if he dves not go to the expo- 

sitidn, as the round trip ticket would cost 
him $19.50, were it not for the exposition. 

Every low rate ticket sold on any road will 

pay fifty cents into the treasury of the expo- 
sition, as it should do. ‘The energy and en- 

terprise of Captain Berkeley,of the Air-Line 

road, and Mr. Peters, of the street car line, 

enables the committee to report that they 
can transport with safety and dispatch 

twenty thousand people an hour from At- 

lanta to the park. There are four hours 

morning travel. ‘This will probably be ade- 

quate forany day of the exposition—certain- 

ly for every day save one ortwo. The cour- 

tesy of the Air-Line road in allowing excur- 

sion trains from other railroads to run solid 

and without: stoppage over the Air-Line 

track is to becommended. It simplifies very 

much what was a very ugly problem, 

Third—How shall the crowds be housed 
and fed? This is the uncertain problem. 
Clearly Atlanta cannot entertain all her 
visitors. A eity five times as large could 
not doit. She will do her best and-she is a 
pretty big town, Fulton county is pretty 
well built up with homes, and every one of 
these will be opened to boarders or guests. 
Every night from twenty to thirty trains 
will :leave Atlanta between six and eight 
o’clock for towns and cities within one 
hundred miles of this city. These trains 
can carry out twenty thousand reople to 
their homes or lodging places, and relieve 
Atlanta of the pressure to thatextent. The 
committee on public comfort has not yet 
perfected its plans, but some arrangements 
will be made to take care of the people. 

In these matters, as_ in all others, the ex- 
position directors ask the sympathy, the 
counsel and co-operation of the visiting 
and local public. We are going to havea 
big time—an exposition unequaled in Geor- 
gia, anda crowd unequaled in the south, 
Let us some together in good humor, and 
with a determination to have a good time, 
This done, the rest can be easily accom- 
plished.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


The Western and Atlantic Railroad and the 
Betterment Question. 

. Eprrors Cownstirution: I see there has 

been a great deal of comment in the state upon the 

late letter of Governor Brown, president of the 

Western and Atlantic Railroad company, to Gov- 

ernor Gordon on the subject of what is called better- 


ments, 

Most of the leading papers in the state, so faras I 
have noticed, agree that the lessees should be com- 
pensated reasonal ly for improvements made upen 
the road and its rollingstock. But it is said that the 
lessees have no legal claim to betterments, as the 
statute which authorizedj®the lease of the road 
makes no provision for betterments. As I under- 
stand it, this has been the position of Governor 
Brown, the president of the company, all the time. 
In his testimony before the commitiee investigating 
the lease, as far back as 1872 he’stated that that was 
his position. He said that ‘the bill (the lease act) 
anafiy passed about as it was reported by the com- 
mittee; that there was but one amendment intro- 
duced when the bill was before the house pending 
its passage, and that was introduced, as he thought, 
by Mr. Price, of Lumpkin. There was a provision 
in the bill as it was reported by the committee, that 
if the lessees returned the road in better condition 
than they found it, they would be compensated. 
Mr. Price objected to that provision, and it was 
stricken out.’ ; 

The position of those who objected to betterments 
at the time, as I understand it, was thatif the state 
bound itself in advance to pay bettermenis there 
would be no restriction on the lessees and they 
might make very costiy bnprovements of & character 
that the state would not desire and would not want 
to pay for, and that it was-a discretion that ought 
not to be left with the lessees to involve the state. _ 

Again, as the act then pending provided that the 
lessees sbould only be bound to return the road in 
as good condition as they received it. it was thought 
best to leave the question open entirely as to better- 
ments, and neither bind the state to pay for them, 
nor the lessees to make them, or to return them at 
the end of the lease if made, provided they returned 
the road in as good condition as they received it. 

Again, this was the position taken by Governor 
Brown in a letter to a citizen of Dalton, iu reference 
to the building of the depot which was burned there. 
The depot as received irom the state was a very in- 
ferior building, and the citizens of Dalion when it 
was burned down naturally wanted a better one 
erected. Oneof the reasons given by the president 
of the company for not building it was that the state 
was not under any legal obligation to pay for hetter- 
ments, and the compan therefore objected to 
building a fine depot at Dalton atits own expense, 

‘and there was a very good reason for the objection, 
as a fine depot built on the ling of 4 road is a better- 
ment which the company cannot remove at the end 
of the lease, and one thatit could not efford to erect 
at a heavy expense. 

But Governor Brown did not stop there. In his let- 
ter to Governor Gordon, which is exciting so much 
comment, on page 6 of the pamphlet he says: ‘Now 
it is true that there is no Raper in the actof the 
legislature which gives the company anything for 
betterments, though the eo oe of natural 
equity and justice dictate, and it would seem that 
common honesty requires, that the com _ should 
receive some reasonable compensation for these im- 
provements,’’ Governor Brown has been, there- 
fore, entirely consistent, alike in his testimony 
before the committee of the legislature, in his letter 
to the citizen ol Dalton, and in his letter to Governor 
Gordon, and has uniformly stated when be has 
spoken on that subject, that there is no provision in 
the lease act which binds the state to pay the com- 

pany for betterments. 

And it is equally true that there is no provision in 
the lease act which requires the leasces to make bet- 
terments, or to put them upon the road, and no pro- 
vision which requires them to aere them there if 
they are put there. The lessees, If they pay the 
rental promptly, are under bo other obligation to 
the state until the end of the lease. They can buy 
as many new engines and cars as they please, anc 
sell as many as they choose, Theycan take up steel 
rails in the meantime and lay down tron rails, or 
they can take up tron rails and jay down steel rails, 
They ean build side tracks as long as they choose 
and take them up when they please, provided 
always that they return the road at the end of the 
teace in as good cendition as they received it. Of 
course there must be as Many engines and as

He has said in sub- 
stance that he does not. think it would be the in- 
terest of the lessecs or the people of the 
state to have the contract carried out 
as made between the state and the lessees. 
as it would cause the road to be returned in. such 
bad condition, that it would be behind the again 
railroading, and would seriously cripple the state in 
a sale or lease of the road. He haa pointed out the 
fuct that the road is now in splendid condition, that 
the company is not bound either to keep it in that 
condition, or return it to the state in that condition; 
but he has said thatif the state prefers to have it 
turned back in its present splendid condition rather 
than inthe dilapidated condition which the con- 
tract requires, the company would be willing to do 
so, if they are reasonably paid for the improvements 
or betterments made upon the road, otherwise they 
would not, and thisis a matter for negotiation. He 
does not elaim a dollar in payment for bette: ments, 
unless the state for a proper consideration chooses 
to provide forit. It is simply a notification that the 
courpany will carry out its contract in letter and 
rd: and deliver the road in the condition in which 
they received it, unless the state prefers to pay the 
difference between that condition, and the condi- 
tion in which it now is, in which event the com- 
many of lessees would be willing, for proper eonsid- 
eration, to return it in its present condition, which 
he believes would be better both for the lessees and 
the people of the state. This is the whole matter in 
anut-shell. He admits that there is nolegal obliga- 
tion upon the state ua pey anything for betterments, 
but he claims that the lessees on account of the 
faithful manner in which they have met their con- 
tract by prompt payment ofthe rental, and on ac- 
count of the greatly improved condition of the road, 
have a strong equitable claim to pay for these im- 
provements, But even then, he does not ask the 
state to pay for them unicss the authorfttes of the 
state believe it would be to the interest of the peo- 
ple of the state to pay for them, and have them left 
upon the road. Ifthe authorities representing the 
people, do not wish to pay for them and have them 
left upon the road, then he states that it will be the 
right of the lessees to remove them to the extent 
that it can be done, without returning the roadin 
worse condition than it was received. In other 
words. that they would have the rizht to remove 
everything they can remove, provicel they leave 
the road in as good or better condition than they 
received it. 

The state is not bound to pay for betterments, The 
company isnet bound to place betterments pon 
the road, but if it chooses to do 89, itis not b: hand to 
leave them there at the end of the lease, but may 
change or transfer them back and forth as often as 
it pleases during the lease, and take them away at 
the end of the lease, provided always it carries out 
its contract faithfully, and returns the road in as 
good condition as it received it.

with the contract, unless the state prefers to pay 
them something reasonable for returning it in much 
better condition than they received it, which they 
are not bound bv the contract to do. 

Now, Mr. Editor, it seems to me asa citizen and 
taxpayer, that the position of the lessees is a just 
and properone. They inform the authorities of the 
state that they will be ready to carry out their con- 
tract in letter and spirit in the fullest good faith at 
the end of the lease. Butif the state thinks that 


the bad eondition in which this will leave the road 
would seriously injure the sale or lease of the road 
for another term, then, fora reasonable and mod- 
erate compensation, they will leave all the steel 
rails, side tracks, cars and engines (which they are 
not bound by the contract to leave upon the road) 
in the possession of the state, turning them « 
all over with the road to the state 
at the end of the lease. Ihave no doubt if a fair 
committee is appointed that they and the lessees 
could come toan understanding about the matter 
which would be mutually advantageous to both 
parties,and that this would be the wiser plan of 
settlement. By the end of the lease the lessees will 
have paid into the treasury of the state 36,000,000 for 
the use of the road twenty years. This is more 
money than it would cost to build and equip as 

ooda road from Chattanooga to Atlanta. The 
ne bave not, therefore, —" the state. 

It issaid, however, that they have made money 
by the lease. Of course they have, or at least they 
ought to have done so. As the lessees contained a 
large number of the very best business men of the 
country, noone would expect that they would have 
entered into an eight million bond, and devoted the 
energy of the best part of their lives to the affairs of 
the road, taking all the risks of fhilure, without 
baving in view a handsome income by way of 
profits. 

They have doubtless made money, and every fair 
minded man will say they ought to have made 
money. And it is in the interest of the state that it 
should appear that they have made money, as it 
may be an inducement fo some othcr company to 
take a lease of the road on terms beneficial to the 
state. If they had made a failure, as a company 
with less means and worse Management most prob- 
ably would have done, it would greatly have tan- 
gled matters and been very detrimental to the in- 
terests of the state. 

Believing that every good citizen must feel an 
interest in this question, I am quite sure you will 
excuse this hastily written letter, giving what seems 
to me to be the proper view of the subject. 

Allow me to add, if Mr. Dean can find a company 
that will givethe amount of the minimum men- 
tioned in his bill for the road, I should be for his 
bill, and he will be a public benefactor if he can 
accomplish a sale upon terms so advantageous to 
the state. The only question, it seems to me, con- 
nected with his bill is, ‘‘will you ever find a com- 
pany that has eight millions of dollars, who are 
W a to put it in the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road?”’ 

Trusting that yon may, I leave the subject with 
those who are authorized to handle it. 

On the tax question, I will only say that I believe 
itis universally understood in our cities and on our 
plantations, that the tenant or lessee does not pay 
the tax. but that the owner or lessor, whoreceryes 
the rent for the premises, pays the taxes end main- 
tains the title without expense to the lessee or tenant. 
I see no reason why the same rule would not apply 
as between the state as landlord, and the Western 
and Atlantic railroad company as tenant. 

I am informed on good authority that Governor 
Brown owns but one-quarter of a share in the lease 
of the State road. He is, in this matter, representing 
his company and not himself. He might have 
waited till near.tne énd of the lease before announce- 
ing the policy of the company, and in that way 
taken the advantage of the people. But he has not 
dineso. He has, three anda half years before the 
end of the lease, stated frankly the position of his 
company and put everybody on due notice. Noth- 
ing could be fairer. RicHMOND.

He had good and staunch friends here, whose care 
was unremitting porn his long illness, and only 
ceased when the “fitful fever’ of his life was over. 

This brave and excélient gentleman died from 
consumption October 8, 1878, near the old Mission 
San Gabriel, southern California.

England. 


CONSERVATIVES ADMIT ITS FORCE 


And Say There is no Use of Hurrying Dis- 
solution, as Gladstone May Die Be- 
fore the Regular Election. 


Lonpon, August 3.—Sir George Trevelyn’s 
Victory continues to be of absorbing interest. 
The London and provincial conservative news- 
‘papers agree in saying that the election is an 
ominous fact, and that it would be unwise to 
attempt to ignore or extenuate its signifteance. 
The Gladstonian papers are confident that an 
immediate general election would result in the 
return ofa home rule majority. The same 
view isshared by the ministerialists, which 
fact leads to a free expression of opinion that 
the government, being sure of a compact ma- 
jority during the run of the present parlia- 
ment, will not risk dissolution until the end of 
the natural term, five years hence, when 
Gladstone will probably be dead or his powers 
weakened. 

“Time is on our side,” is an argument 
of the unionist papers. ‘‘There is no reason 
why the ministers need appeal to the country 
during the next five years.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes a new home 
rule scheme, purporting to have been accepted 
by the liberal leaders. This scheme gives ire- 
land a national legislature and executive. 
There is to be no separation of Ulster. The 
Irish members will continue to sit in the impe- 
rial parliament in their present numbers. The 
powers of the Irish parliament shall be dele- 
gated, matters to be controlled in Dublin being 
clearly defined, and also subject to revision by 
the imperial parliament. The appointment of 
judges to remain in office fifteen years 

to be vegted in the impeeial govern- 
ment. The®police are to be similarly 
treated. The customs and exciseare to remain 
under imperial contract. The proportion of the 
Irish quota to the imperial expenditure shall 
not be more than one-fifteenth. The land 
question is left to the Irish parliament. It is 
doubtful whether this statement is official. 
The statement is valuable, however, as indi- 
cating a line of amended policy of Morley, 
Trevelyn and Harcourt, which is probably as- 
sented to by Gladstone and satisfactory to the 
liberals generally.

THREE IMPORTANT DEPARTMENTS. 


How Tickets Will be Sold and Taken and 
How the Crowds Will be Taken Care 
of—-Other Exposition Matters. 


It is seventy days from this morning (includ- 
ing Sundays) until the gates of the expesition 
will be opened to the public. 


Work at the Park Yesterday. 

The workmen at the park on yesterday 
snatched about three-quarters of a day from 
the uncertain weather, and the three buildings 
made rapid progress. They will be on hand 
this morning with rellas in one hand and 
hammers in the other. ' There need be no fear 
that. the exposition will not be ready. If it is 
necessary a double force will be put on, and 
an electric plant lit up, and our days will have 
twenty-four hours instead of twelve. The 
executive committee meets daily, the full 
_ board twice a week, and the progress in every 
department is watched carefully and calcula- 
tions as to the future made. Everything will 
be ready. You get your money ready and be 
here on the tent : 


Three Important Departments Organized. 

Mr. Grady announced at the meeting of the 
board last night the following special commit- 
tees: 

On tickets and admissions, Messrs. Tomp- 
kins, Wylie, Bain and Fitten. 

On transportation to the park, Messrs. Kiser, 
Meador and Langston. 

On public comfort, Messrs. Stewart Wood- 
son, E. P. Chambertinand T. D. Meador. The 
vice-president is ex-officio membes of each of 
these committees. 

How Tickets Will Be Seid and Taken. 

The committee on tickets and admission 
has about agreed to the following plan: That 
each railroad shall sell an admission coupon 
with its railroad ticket, and also a twenty-five 
cents coupon, Which pays for transportation to 
and from the park. A man at Albanv, there- 
fore, who buysa three dol’arround trip ticket, 
will find it as follows: First, the railroad con- 
pon to Atlanta; second, the transfer coupon 
which carries him from Atlanta to the park; 
third, his exposition ticket; fourth, the trans- 
fer coupon which returns him to Atlanta; 
fifth, his railread ticket home. This 
ticket will cost him three dollars and seventy- 
five cents—fifty cents being added ‘for his 
admission to the exposition, and twenty-five 
cents for transportation from the city to and 
from the park. This plan is the most conven- 
ient to the purchaser, as he will not have to 
leave his train to buy any ticket from the time 
he gets on until he fs in the main building of 
the exposition. The solid trains will be run 
through Atlanta into the grounds, and he has 
purchased at his home station everything he 
needs to go and come from the exposition. 
Besides, it gives the exposition full advantage 
of the low rates offered by the roads, as no 
man can take advantage of the low rates and 
then slight the exposition. If you want to 
know what it will cost you to come to the ex- 
position if you live less than a hundred and 
fifty miles from Atlanta, multiply the number 
of miles from your station to Atlanta 
by two, and add seventy -five 
cents for admission ticket and transfer ticket 

‘toand from the ground. If you live more 
than a hundred and tifty miles from Atlanta 
on the Central or Southwestern road, on the 
East Tennessee road, on the Atlanta and 
West Point road, or Western road of Ala- 
bama, your round trip ticket will be $3, to 
which add seventy-five cents for the exposi- 
tion and transfer. If you live on the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western road, add one cent 
a mile each way from your station to the near- 
est Central road station or East Tennessee sta- 
tion, from which point it will be $3 for the 
round trip ticket. If you liveon the Rich- 
mond and Danville system, multiply the dis- 
tance from your station by two for the round 
trip teket. The same on the Western and 
Atlantic, Georgia road, or Georgia Pacific, and 
on the East Tennessee road north of Atlanta 
as faras Bristol. To prevent the exposition 
tickets being hawked about the streets, the 
committee has decided that no ticket shall be 
good if detached. This compact will be print- 
ed on the face of each ticket. 

Handling the Crowds to and From the Park. 

The committee on transpertation to and 
from the park is trying to get the location next 
to the Markham house in which railroad tick- 
ets can be sold toand from the park. These 
tickets will be twenty-five cents for the round 
trip and are sold by the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad. 

Admission tickets to the exposition will be 
sold with each ticket, so that once passed 
through the gates at the Markham house to 
the train, your are practically inside of the 
grounds of the exposition and have no further 
tickets to buy. The Air-Line has agreed that 
all excursion trains from any other road may 
have the right of way over itstrack to the 

ark. It will run trains from the Markhani 
oken, if that point is secured, and ff not from 
some other point, every fifteen minutes, run- 
ning three trains to the schedule, which will 
make twelve trains to the hour, carrying 
twelve thousand people an hour. On big days 
they can add one-third as many more trains. 
Their regular trains will be blocked from the 
road running to the park, which will be given 
up entirely to excursion trains and their own 
park trains. 

Mr. Peters will have three street car lines to 
the park by Wilson avenue, Calhoun street, 
and the Boulevard. Tickets for the round 
trip by street cars will be twenty cents, and 
an exposition ticket will be sold with each 
street car ticket. One hundred ¢ars will be 
run on these lines, capable of carrying five 
thousand people on a single schedule. It will 
require thirty minutes from the city to the 
park by the street cars. The committee is sure 
that they can move twenty thousand people 
an hour if necessary, by private -conveyance, 
street cars, and railroads.

CHICAGO, Angust 3—The corn boom of yesterday 
was overdone, and operators large and small had 
corn to sell today, notwithstanding that the only 
rain reported officially anywhere near the neighbor- 
hood of the corn belt was at St. Paul, Huron, Dead- 
wood and North Platte, which points, in fact, area 
good many miles removed from the “seat of war.’’

THE FOLLOWING BILL and resolution re- 
ceived the governor’s signature yesterday. A 
bill for the protection of cemeteries and urial 
places and for the promotion of medical sci- 
ence; also, the resolution commending the col- 
ored Industrial Exposition to be held in At- 
lanta in 1889. The bill for the proteclion of 
cemeteries was submitted to Attorney General 
Anderson for the purpose of havin the ques- 
tion. of its constitutionality decided, After 
mature consideration, the attorney general de- 
cided that while there were some features of 
the bill that were rather questionable, they 
were not decided enough to prevent, the gov- 


ernor from signing it. *

FOSTER STREET _ 


Demands the Attention of Coun- 
cll in Called Session. 


THE WIDENING TO COST $41,000. 


Owing to the Fact that No Quorum Was 
Present, the Council Did Not Take 
Action—Speech of Judge Palmer, 


The general council oonvened in special ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, the call for the meet- 
ing having been issued by Mayor Cooper Tues- 
day afteryoon. 

The Foster street extension was the sabject 
considered. 

The body was called to order at 5 o’clock by 
Mayor Cooper, and to the roll call Messrs. 
Gramling, Hemphill and Dorsey, aldermen; 
Messrs. Tanner, Allen, Greene, Nelson, Rice 
and Roy were present. In addition to the 
members a large number of gentlemen inter- 
ested in the extension of the street were in at- 
tendance. Of theaudience some were in favor 
of the extension and some were not. As the 
gavel dropped, Mayor Cooper arose,saying: 

“This meeting has been called to reopen 
the Foster street extension matter. The peti- 
tioners in the matter were not present at the 
last meeting, and did not think the question 
would come up. For that reason this meeting 
has been called. I see several gentlemen here 
who are interested in the matter, and I pre- 
sume they will be heard from.”’ 

THE RULES SUSPENDED. . 

“T move, may it please your honor,” said 
Mr. Gramling, ‘‘that the rules be suspended, 
and that all parties who desire to-be heard 
from come forward.’’ 

Hon. H E. W. Palmer, representing the pe- 
titioners, advanced with aiarge bundle of 
papers in his hand. Arranging the papers 
upon a desk in front of him, Mr. Palmer was 
in the act of beginning, when Mr. Tanner 
arose. 

“T regret to interrupt you, Judge Palmer,” 
said Mr. Tanner, ‘but I have here a paper 
touching this subject, and this may be the 
— time to present it.’ o 

Jo you desire the paper read?’ asked 
Mayor Cooper as it was handed to the clerk. 

‘Really, I can’t say,’’ answered Mr. Tanner. 
“Tt came to me from Mr. Beutell, chairman of 
the street committee, and I thought this might 
be the proper time to hand it in.”’ 

The paper was read by the clerk. It was 
signed by Viny Tanner, who had given her 


consent for the extension and widening of the 


street. She asked to be released from the 
waiver for damages she had given, and wanted 


' the waiver to which she had attached her 


signature returned. 
JUDGE PALMER TALKS. 

“These papers,’ said Mr. Palmer, opening 
the bundle, ‘‘all touch the Foster street matter. 
The original proposition was to extend the 
street to the city limits, to open it from Col- 
lins toIvy and given ita uniform width of 
sixty feet. The portion from Collins, or Court- 
land, as it is now called, to Ivy street, em- 
braces some of the most valuable property in 
the city, and the opening of the street will 
enhance the value. In fact, when 
the street is ready for -use_ the 
ifcrease in the value of the property 
will be greater than the amount of money ex- 
pended in the ward. When the proposition to 
open the street first came before the body it 
was referred to the finance and street commit- 
tees. Those committees investigated the mat- 
ter carefully and recommended that the peti- 
tion.be granted provided a bridge acceptable 
to the city engineer be built across the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad by the road; that 
a right of way be granted from there to the 
city limits and that 
THE PROPERTY OWNERS SUBSCRIBE FIFTEEN 

HUNDRED DOLLARS 
to build approaches to the bridge. The coun- 
cil adopted the report in August, 1856. Since 
then the bridge has been built, the right of 
way has been secured and the fifteen hundred 
dollars have been paid into the city treasury 
and expended.”’ 

“By whom?” asked Mr. Rice, interrupting 


| the speaker. 


‘Tt has been paid to thecontractor. In fact, 
something over $2,100 have been paid to the 
contractor,”’ said the city clerk. 

‘And is the work all done?” asked Mr. Tan- 
ner. 

‘‘There is yet a portion of it in course of con- 
struction,’’ said Mr.Joel Hurt,one of the prop- 
erty owners present. 

“T dislike to interrupt the proceedings,’’ said 
Mayor Cooper, “‘butif the questions to arise 
here require separate action of the councri and 


_ aldermanic board, we can go no further, as we 


havn’t a quorum.” 

“TI don’t think it will,’? said Mr. Palmer. 
‘‘Now the total cost of widening the street froin 
the bridge to Ivy street will be about $41,000, 
of which 

$28,700, ABOUT, GOES INTO THE BLOCK 
between Ivy and Courtland. The bulk of 
the cost, you see, is in that block. 
Now we want you to adopt the assessment 
made, for if you decline the city will lose from 
310,009 to $15,000 in grants already made.’”’ 

“Our acceptance of the assessment,’ said 
Mr. Gramling, ‘‘won’t be binding unless this 
council pays the money.”’ 

“Oh, yes it will,’”’ said Mr, Palmer. “Both 
sides: will decline to appeal, and that will end 
the matter.’”’ 

‘‘Nothing this couneil can do in that way 


' will bind the next council.’’ said Mr. Gram- 


ling. “If we accept the assessment we
